H the treas- 
ury baa been robbed as it states, and it te 
not justifiable in making the statement 
ODhn it knows the treasury has been so 
cobbed, then there- are ei-«oldi»rs in De- 
flator who have taken part in the rob- 
bery and it ought to be willing to point 
them oat instead of trying to leave the 
impression that then has been s great 
robbery, but that the robbere are not 
here bat "over yonder somewhere." 


It is well known that the present 


administration his instituted s war on 
pensions and that its first object is to get 
out the impression among the people 
that they have been robbed by the pen- 
sioners. To aooomplish this every Dem- 
ooratio paper is expected to do jost what 
Vat Review has done, namely, make a 
vague charge of robbery without pointing 
oat the guilty patties, and it becomes the 
duty of every patriotic oitiz»n, while thin 
scheme is boing operated, to demand ot 
Uumalistof particulars. It there has 
been a robbery, as we stated in a previous 
article tbe robbers are ia every cona- 
romnty and a Democratic paper in any 
oommnmty sboold not be allowed to 
nuke charges tbat imply that tbe soldiers 
in other oommanities are the gnilty 
parties.

First, the tariff law 
had nothiaK to do with the passage of 
the dependant pension law, as may be 
seen bom the fact that a similar law was 
passed in 1887_dnnng Cleveland's first 
term ana was vetoed by him. This was 
before the McRinley law was thought ot. 
Second, tt ia not a service pension act. 
A service pension is a pension tbat is 
given every man who was in the service, 
regardless of bis abilities or disabilities, 
It was a service pension that Congress- 
man Springer and other Democratic 
leaders played they favored when they 
opposed the passage ot the disability 
pension bill in 1890. A service pension 
law woald require more money to meet 
it than the disability bill requires, so that 
their months should be stopped, if they 
wan honest men, from olaiming.that tne 
expenditures under the disability ant is a 
robbery; and this also stops the month 


1 of the Review in its effort to shift the 


«pp«Uetioo ot robber from the soldier 
bhoaelf to the Republtoau party. Hence 
•tsqr fair-minded oitHon in ibtt commu- 
nity mnst bold that the Keeiew, in jos- 
hes to itself and its party, should name 
the pensioners who are icbbon in this 
Qomnraiiity.

Ttos is Uu> only purpose snob a pnblioa- 
bon could sum, for as a matter ot fact 
tsw taxpayers amid know the disabilities 
tbe paaannara suffer.

erms. Tbe idea is that by creating a 
community of interest considerable sav- 
cg may be effected in every department 
at tbe service, while the employes are 
aided in eeenring property they could not 
obtain in any other way. Tbe company 
nill assist any officer or employe tojjuy 
one share of stock at B time at tbe fair 
market price to be fixed when applioa- 
lon ia made, the purchaser to pay for his 
shares in sums of $6 or multiples thereof. 
On amounts po paid interest at tbe rate 
of 1 per cent., and when the enm at the 
credit of the purchaser amounts to the 
'rice at which the stock wse bought be 
hall receive a certificate for his share of 
took and may then begin the purchase 
of another share. Anyone making pay- 
nunte on this plan may have his money 
returned to turn with interest on applica- 
ion. In case a purchaser leaves the ser- 
vice of the company he mnat either pay 
n full for hie share and receive a certifi- 
cate therefor or take bis money with m- 
erest scorned to tbe date of his leaving 
he service.

than any other kind. Jute, like all soft 
and short abend twino, becomes easily 
untwisted and dose not last well, often 
falling apart, it is siid, of its own weight. 
About two pounds ot twine are used to 
the acre ot ground.

Smith arrived in the city to state 
that the farmers of Mt. Zion township 
were oat on horseback with rifle* and 
shot guns soounng the country for tbe 
negro. The Vast family reside in the 
edge ot the Umber, two miles from the 
town ot Mt. Zion. Mrs. Vest with her 
2-year-old ahiia were in the house alone at 
the time. Mr. Vaet ws* over a mile from 
thehonae. Mrs. Vert is a small woman 
who does not weigh to exceed 100 pounds. 
The negro approached tbe boose stealth- 
ily. Hi* presence was no* known to the 
defenseless woman until he appeared at 
the door. He approached ber at onoe, 
catching her by tbe throat and easily 
overpowered her. 
Tbe woman was 


powerless to resist hifl demon advances, 
neverthelees she struggled persistently 
without success.

duced the negro

money. He wee suspiciona and hek 
ber by the arm, but Mre. Vast protested 
that she could not get the money from 
the drawer unless be released ber.

did so, and instantly Mrs. Vest hurried 
out ot the house, running down the road 
screaming for help at the top of her voice. 
A quarter ot a mile distant she met John 
Hornbook, 
He returned to the house 


immediately with the woman, but the 
negro was gone. The woman and ohili 
was taken to theHornbeok plaoe, and the 
neighbors were at once aroused to 
engags in the search, 
Mr. Vest, who 


was speedily found, was in a freneiw 
state. He lost no time In getting friends 
together. 


It was teamed by inquiry that the 


negro had atopped at the E. F. Barnatt 
plaoe before reaching the Vest residence 
He leaned over the fence and called on 
to attract attention, possibly to learn it 
there was a man about the^Iace. Barnet 
was at home, and he bad a good look a 
tbe negro, 
The negro made some in 


qmriea about the P., V. Se E. road, and 
got a drink of water. He then left, going 
toward the Vest place. 


The negro is described se about 5 fee 


8 inohes tall and is not coal black, bu 
dark. His features were round and ful 
and be was dreeead in a rusty pair o 
pants which had two big black patches 
on the seat. He wore a dtrk slouch hat 
a faded coat that had originally been 
black, had a medium sued motwtaoh 
and short, kinky hair. 
His trousers 


wore long, hanging below his shoes as i 
he was without mspendeis. 
He walked 


slowly and with a decided slouch. 


A party ot Mt. Zion searchers reaobec 


Deeatnr last night at 10:80 o'clock. They 
wanted to search the city tor the negro, 
but by the advice of Manual Mason they 
concluded not to do anything here, 
they were assured that the police were on 
thejookont tor the fellow. 


At 2 o'clock this morning J. Bobbins, 


Bert Tranghber, O. W. Oar, Bober 
Nicholson and James Smith were in the 
oity, all well armed. They bad been 
guarding the bridges approaching Decs 
tur, and had come to the oity to get e 
lanoh. They got a lunch, talked with 
thajpoliae, And then returned to engage 
in the seaioh.

It was learned yesterday Oat an an 


known negro bad been in the habit ot 
sleeping in an empty box oar near the 
water works. It was planned to nres 
the fellow, and last night Offloers Imbo- 
den, Mntbenpangb and Williamson went 
to the oar and placed the negro under 
arrest. He does not answer the descrip- 
tion ot the party who asemtted Mr*. 
Vest bat he was brought to tbe oity sn< 
put in jail, to be held until he ie thor- 
oughly investigated.

H* evi 
denUy had on an old pair ot very large 
ohoea, as tracks ha** been found meas- 
uring 12 inch** and appearing aa though 
the heel w*« off of the shoe. Other pat 
tie* woo saw him P&MOQ tbe road before 
tbe outrage oaonmtl describe him aa 
wearing an old black slouch hat, am 
breech** patched ia two place* in the 
•eat with different colored cloth. 


One thing is eon, it he is found, the 
people of that vicinity have busmen with 
him ot importance.

Mt. Zion Searcher* In Veblolec Hun

In the M 
Zion party were Bupervkwr D. O. Davii 
eon, a B. Bntton, Samuel Peek, A. B. 
Edwards and Major WiUiams.who hsatil 
got into B spring wagon drawn by tw 
horses.
